While 
we fail to provide homes in foreign 
capitals for our diplomats, while we 
fail to pay them in proportion to the 
value of their services we are risk­ 
ing the worth of our diplomatic ser­ 
vices. Up to this time we have been 
extremely fortunate in this respect. 
We have succeeded in securing the 
services of men of wealth who like­ 
wise possessed brains aud who have 
been willing to make personal sacri­ 
fices in order to carry out the mis­ 
sions of their government. But brains 
and w-ealth are not always synony­ 
mous and unless we provide to sup­ 
port these men without calling upon 
their personal resources to make up 
the deficiencies financially we will 
be obliged sooner or later to spend 
far more for powder and shell and 
human sacrifice than the difference 
between properly 
and 
improperly 
paid diplomats. We are risking much, 
too much, in the present policy. Let
